under such restrictions that many of 
them would cease to earn livings for 
their owners, their stock-holders. and 
their employees.

I greatly respect both Senators whe 
sponsor this bill, They see that certain 
vorporations have the power to enpape 
In manopolistic practices. And they 
say that such power ought not ti exist 
many corporation, whether the power 
ts used or net They forget. I think, 
that Jrewer [oO manage a corporation 
well must of necessity be broad even 
Chom rt be eceastoralls abused Else 
ne curporations would be ethcientl: 
Managed. And hence they have been 
led to back a measure that in effect will 
put every corporation under the sheta- 
ton oat distant Washington 


Now, what is this heensing till? 
Each of the forty-eight states has a 
law for the chartering of business cor- 
perahons. States that give the broad- 
eat powers ta corporations naturally 
charter mure corporations. Delaware, 
fur instance, gives particularly broad 
powers And it is worth noting that 
in 1933 or 1934, when the administra- 
tien thought a good way to control all 


merican Private Enterprise 


private enterprise was through govern 
ment-owned corporations, under state 
charter, it took out charters for those 
corporations in the state of Delaware. 
While nuw, when the government has 
abandoned that plan, this bill attacks 
the liberal charters issued to private 
corporations by the state of Delaware. 
If it was good for the government 
then, why is it bad for private cor- 
porations now ? 


The federal licensing bill requires 
every corporation that dues business 
il (Wo ur more states to take out a 
federal license. Before it can get a 
heense, it must submit itself to all the 
rules contained in the law. Then ite 
board of directors must agree, by reso- 
lution, to accept any fresh rules that 
Congress in future may itmpose—al. 
though of course nobody knows what 
they nay be. The bill means, if it 
means anything, that in future man- 
agers, stockholders and workers would 
do what a Washington bureau told 
them they might do. 


Management would suffer. There 
would be an added burden of reports— 
an added swarm of bureaucrats to 
haunt their offices and shops. Many of 
the fifty thousand corporations affected 
weult he located a thousand miles 
away. There would be fresh penalties 
of fine and imprisonment to keep man- 
agers harassed—to take their minds off 
thetr jobs of successfully running their 
business. Management, which has sole 
responsibility for successful operation, 
would find its vital powers compulsor- 
lv shared with an irresponsible govern- 
ment bureau 


Stockholders would suffer—among 
uther reasons because government is 
viven the right to name special govern- 
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ment ofhcials, to receive proxies. Does 
anybody doubt that sooner or later 
these government officials would be 
Aggressively campaigning for proxies 
—of course at taxpayer's ex pense- 

among the stockholders of every cor- 
poration in the land? Would that make 
for successful admumistration ? 

‘And the workers would lose most of 
all, Bor no group has a bigger stake 
than they, in successful Management of 
the business that employs them. [i a 
business fails, the Manayer can yet 
another job. Stockhalders can wind 
up the business, and usually save some 
thing from the wreck But the work- 
ers are left high anc dry—with no in- 
come at all

Today we are at one af the crises of 
Histury. For five years Washington 
has seen a succession of bills in Con- 
kTess Whose cumulative effect, if the 
trem is tot Stopped, will be to make 
the people the slaves of a centralized 
thetatorshup.

Por six months last year the Execu 
Ove strove tu force Congress to deliver 
the people's Supreme Court inte his 
hands ; but the Senate tinally threw the 
scheme out. Now, for weeks past, he 
has brouphe Pressure te force through 
the Reorganization Bill. But Congress 
men, heeding the sudden exercise by 
the people wf their centunes-old right 
Of petition, spurned this bill, toc 

The plan of those who clearly intend 
through the Executive to overthrow 
home rule and Private enterprise is a 
far-flung plan. [et Was designed by 
shrewd minds There are a dozen other 
Measures — whether the sponsors of all 
of them knw itor nat- that are a part 
of this plan And one of the most 
vicious of those nit yet adopted is this 
federal licensing Bill, 

In a radio speech March 3, 1930, 
Governor Roosevelt warned the states 


to resist encroachment by the national 
government in the regulation of busi- 
Ness. He predicted that “any natiopal 
administration attempting to make all 
laws for the whole nation . . would 
inevitably result at some future time 
ina dissolution of the union itsel f."" 

I agree with Governor Roosevelt's 
views of that time. 

But President Roosevelt's views 
have been different from those of Gov- 
erior Roosevelt, 

Why did he change ? 

On December 28, 1931, an Instructor 
it Columbia University, named Rex- 
ford) Tugwell, read a paper tu the 
\merncan Economic Association in 
Washington. [n this he painted the 
picture of a plained economy —of what 
in effect would be the adoption of 
Commnunism by the United States, He 
sitid in this: speech “Planning will 
Hecessarily become a function of the 
federal government - either that, or the 
Planning: agency will supersede that 
xevernment It has already been 
~uRgested that business will logically 
be required to disappear. This is not 
an overstatement for the sake of em- 
phasis; it is Nterally meant.” . . “The 
future is becoming visible in Russia... 
Perhaps our statesmen will give Way, 
or be mure or less Kently removed from 
Hie

The President's Invitation and the isylum Bills 


IP VEEN milion people are now 

on the pay-roll or subsidized by 

the Governinent of the Cinted 
States, according ty Senator Hailey, 
of North Carolina. 

Despite this fact, the President has 
Opened the quotas for refugees, and 
says they wall be Supported by private 
charity. 

Section 3 of the Immigration Act 
of 1917 reads in part: “That the fol 
lowing classes of ahens shall be ex- 
cluded from admission — inte the 
United States: persons likely to be- 
tome a public charge; persons whose 
tickets or passage is paid for with the 
money of another, or who are assisted 
by others to come, unless it is affirma. 
uyely and satisfactorily shown that 
such bersons do not belong tu one of 
the foregoing excluded Classes; per- 
suns whose ticket or Passage ts pail 
for by ans COrporatien, assoctation, 
society, municipality, ur toreign poy- 
ernment, either directly or infirect 
ly ai *e , 

That is the law! 

To admit any person likely ta be 
come a public charge is a violation of 
the law. 

If any officer has violated the law; 
Is now violating the law: or, in the 
future, violates the mumivration laws 
or any other statutes of the United 
States, the President Must) remove 
such officer from office, or repudiate 
his own interpretation of his constt 
tutional duty set forth in his state- 
Ment justifying the removal of Dr 
Arthur E. Morgan, Chairman of the 
TVA, from office 

The President himself must obey 
the law or personal government will

The Hon. Samuel Dickstein, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Immigration 
and Naturalization of the House of 
Representatives, Postponed hearings 
on the following As\lum Bills, pend- 
Ing submission of an Administration 
neasure to put the President's invita- 
tien to refugees into legislative form. 


HOR. 6245, introduced April 8, 
1937, by Congressman Donald [.

Can America Keep The Peace in the Pacific?

PTEHOUGIE the antics of Ben- 
a tto Afmeanus and the Divine 

Adolph have been giving Euro- 
pean statesmen the jitters during the 
past few months, jitters that have by 
no means been cured by the recent 
Anglo-Italian accord, by far the most 
important events in the world, from 
the standpoint of American interests, 
are taking place in Eastern Asia And 
the question: “Can America Keep the 
Peace in the Pacific?" is of paramount 
importance to all citizens of the United 
States 


The situation out there 3s tretghted 
with danger and the recent Chinese 
victories have tended to increase the 
tension, fur no one who knows the 
temper of the Japanese beheves that 
they will now be. satisfied with arny- 
thing less than a complete victory over 
the Hankow Government meluding the 
eccupation of Elankow itself. Such 
Measures will be necessary to regain the 
face” su recently lost, and in their ef 
forts to regain this “face” at the ex: 
fiense of Chinese troops tn the held 
the Japanese are almost as certain ta 
run afoul of world opinion during the 
veming summer as they did during the 
past. 


Vt the present riting at hardly 
seems pussible that the Chinese wall be 
able to Jauneh a cuunter-offensive 
strong enough to ayain make Shanghai 
the theatre of operations and neither is 
tthkely that Peiping and Tientsin will 
be brought back into the danger zone, 
hut it is altogether likely that there will 
he hard fighting in and around Nan- 
king, and the Yangtsze River is almost 
certain to be the scene of heavy battl- 
ing, especially that section of it which 
connects Nanking and Hankow 


However, the heaviest fighting is 
quite likely to be in South China, That 
China has been receiving tremendous 
amounts of munitions of war through 
the British-owned port of Hongkong 
has been definitely proven. From there 
they have been taken up the river t 
Canton and thence inland by the Can- 
ton-Hankow railway which has man- 
aged to keep in operation despite fre. 
quent and heavy bombings from Japan- 
ese nulitary and naval planes. 

Thus far, in the interests of Inter 
national peace, the Japanese have re- 
frained from shutting off the flow of 
commerce into Hongkong, but it is 
generally accepted as certain that if 
Chinese resistance continues Japan, as 
a matter of self preservation (or, at 
least, the preservation of her plans for 
Chinas will be forced to close Hong- 
Kong even at the risk of bem seriously 
invelved with Great Britain 

\nd that will be where Uncle Sam 
enters the picture No one believes for 
a moment that Great Britain, despite 
the easing of the tension in the Medi- 
terannean, 1s prepared to send her hat- 
tle fleet into the Far East: for such a 
Movement would be the signal for Hit- 
ler to increase the pressure which he is 
alreaily exerting typan the British Gov- 
ernment. ©n the other hand. the loss 
at Hongkong —or even the closing of 
the port -would cause Great Britain 
to luse a tremendous amount of “face,” 
and the events of the past few years 
have already caused her ta lose so 
much face that a further loss might 
well make her position in all of Asia 
and India highly insecure. In other 
words, the Japanese will then have 
Great Britain across a barrel and the 
United States once more will be asked, 
urged, and bribed to come to the rescue 
ofits “mother country.” 
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As a imatter of fact the leaders of 
British life have long been preparing 
the ground for such business. Men in 
all walks of life from The Archbishop 
of Canterbury and Mr, David Llovd- 
George and the members of His Ma-

How has it come to pass that “subver- 
sive organizations and red university 
professors have been getting larpe 
grants from Foundations ~ Carnegie, 
Rockefeller, General Education, Duke 
Endowment, and others, controlling a 
total of 725 million dollars’— 1 quote 
from information printed on page 5701 
of the Congressional Record of April 
14, 1936. This report continues: “The 
Twentieth Century Fund of New York 
City ‘established by Edward A 
Filene} in’ reporting on American 
Foundations in a 1931 booklet, names 
the twenty largest. stating that yifts 
had been given in support of projects 
concerned with what are usually known 
as the ‘social sciences.’ 

“These large grants,’ the Congres- 
sional: Record continues, “have been 
used an trying to Communize the unt 
versities, colleges and schools of the 
United States. Large sums have beer 
paid to influence teachers, preachers 
and authors to write books of Com.

incredible number of them are threetly 
the creation of Communist and near 
Comununist publicity bureaus 


Inalyets of Red Propaganda 


Che propaganda attack upon Amer- 
an Mass opinion may be broken down 
into the following special classifica 
hons : 

1. Propaganda releases under the 
guise of news coming directly from 
Russia itself, 

2. Periodicals instigated and  con- 
trolled by the Commuanst Party of the 
(nited States and through ot ha the 
(canmunist Enternational and through 
it by the Dictator of the Kremlin 

3. By the activites and synthetic 
“stunt” pubheity of Communist. or 

‘omamunist controlled or connected or-

“As for the conduct of the trial. it 
seems to me that Judge Dunne's state- 
ment which [T quoted in my published 
letter covers it. [have not been able 
to find anvone who senously questions 
Mr. Dunne's character, judicial Atress 
and ability, or standing. Moreover. it 
seems to me that vour own letter makes 
It perfectly plain that the movement:

comings on his part, but to what I can 
only call the Bolsheviki sentiment. The 
other accusations against him were 
mere camouflage. The assault was 
made upon him because he had attacked 
the murderous element. the ivnamite 
and anarchy group of labor agitators 


The movement against him) was essen- 
tally similar to cnuvements on behalf 
uf the MeNamaras, and on behalf of 
Moyer and Haywood. Some of the 
correspondents who attacked me frank- 
ly stated that they were for Muoney 
and Billings just as they had been for 
the McNamaras and for Moyer and 
Haywood. In view of Judge Dunne’s 
statement itis perfectly clear that even 
if Judge Dunne is in error in his belief 
a> to the trial being straight and prop- 
Cr. CU wats an error into which entirely 
honest men could fall. 


“But the question uf Kranting a re- 
trial ty one thing. The question of the 
recall ay entirely distinct. Even if a 
re-tnal were proper this would not in 
the least justify a recall any more than 
a single grave error on your part would 
justly your impeachment, or the im- 
peachment of President Wilson for ap-

Breaking Precedent 
President Roosevelt has notably 


broken many precedents during his 
five years in office as our chief execu- 
uve.
